1. ROK CHARGE HAN INFORMED POLCOUNS OCT 14 OF RESULTS HIS 
CONVERSATION ON KOREAN QUESTION WITH ALEX ALATAS, FONMIN 
MALIK'S ASSISTANT, AT AIPORT OCT 12 FOLLOWING THEIR 

RETURN FROM UN AND FOLLOW UP DEMARCHE HAN MADE ON ACTING 
INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS DIRECTOR SIDIKIT OCT 13. 

2. HAN SAID HE "PLAYED LAST CARD" AND, ON INSTRUCTIONS 
FROM SEOUL, INFORMED ALATAS AND SIDIKIT THAT ROK, WHILE 
STRONGLY REQUESTING GOI SUPPORT ON PROCEDURAL ISSUES AND 
GOI VOTE AGAINST UNFRIENDLY RESOLUTION, WOULD "NOT MIND" 
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RESOLUTION. 

3. ACCORDING HAN, ALATAS STATED GOI "WITH" ROK, BUT MUST 
DETERMINE HOW BEST TO BE OF HELP. ALATAS TOLD HAN(AND 
SIDIKIT CONFIRMED) THAT GOI WILL SUPPORT ROK ON PROCUDURAL 
ISSUE IF THERE ANY ATTEMPT TO GIVE PRIORITY TO UNFRIENDLY 
RESULTION. INDONESIA WILL ABSTAIN ON FRIENDLY RESULTION. 

(ALATAS NOTED THAT INDONESIA WAS ABSTAINING IN PART TO 
MAINTAIN ITS "PERSUASIVE POWER" WITH AFRICAN COUNTRIES WHO 
LIKELY TO VOTE AGAINST FRIENDLY RESOLUTION AS RESULT IDI 
AMIN CONTRETEMPS). 

4. IF FRIENDLY RESULTION FAILS, SAID ALATAS, INDONESIA 
WILL CONSULT WITH ASEAN BRETHERN TO DETERMINE WHETHER 
ASEAN DRAFT RESOLUTION SHOULD BE INTRODUCED. HAN POINTED 

OUT NEW RESOLUTION WOULD HAVE NO PRIORITY, BUT ALATAS MADE NO 
REPLY. INDONESIA'S POSITION ON NORTH KOREAN RESOLUTION WOULD 
DEPEND ON DEVELOPMENTS AND AMB SANI WOULD HAVE FULL AUTHORITY 
TO CHOOSE COURSE OF ACTION. THERE NO QUESTION. HOWEVER, OF 
GOI SUPPORT FOR NORTH KOREAN RESOLUTION SINCE IT IGNORES 
ROK, COUNTRY WITH WHICH GOI HAS RELATIONS. 

5. TOUCHING BASE WITH EMBASSIES OF COUNTRIES MENTIONED IN 
PARA 3 REFTEL WE FIND: UK BRITISH DCM HAS MADE DEMARCHE 

TO SIDIKIT WHO STATED INDONESIA WILL SUPPORT ROK ON PROCEDURAL 
ISSUES, ABSTAIN ON FRIENDLY RESOLUTION AND ABSTAIN OR 
PERHAPS VOTE AGAINST UNFRIENDLY RESOLUTION: JAPN-EMBASSY 
JUST RECEIVED INSTRUCTIONS TO GO IN AT SENIOR LEVEL TO URGE 
GOI TO VOTE FOR FRIENDLY RESOLUTION, AGAINST UNFRIENDLY 
RESOLUTION AND HE HELPFUL ON PROCEDURAL ISSUES; CANADA- 
EMBASSY DECODING MACHINE UNDER REPAIR AND MESSAGES NOT BEING 
RECEIVED; NEW ZEALAND-NO INSTRUCTIONS BUT DCM MARTIN 
PLANNING QUERY WELLINGTON. 

6. WE ARE CONTINUING TO SEEK OUT INVOLVED 

INDONESIAN OFFICIALS ON VARIETY OF LEVELS TO MAKE OUR POINTS 
ON KOREAN QUESTION. NEWSOM 
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
